The same could be said 
about a police officer’s ra- 
dar, the spcedometer on the 
cruiser or the speedometer 
on Mr. Magwood's car. 
Why single out photo radar? 


Radar Challenge 

Mr. Magwood says “citi- 
zens or drivers cannot chal- 
lenge photo radar in court.” 
The OPP tell us that when 
photo radar catches you 
speeding you have three 
choices--(1) plead guilty and 
pay; (2) plead guilty with an 
explanation: or (3) plead not 
guilty and appear in court. 
Seems fair enough to me. 

Mr. Magwood makes 
three points which seem 
more sensational than sensi- 
ble. The first of these is 
“speed does not kill, stopping 
abruptly does!” Wouldn’t it 
be more useful to point out 
that the higher the speed the 
greater the chance of be- 
coming involved in an acci- 
dent, possibly with death as 
a result? 

The second point is re- 
garding his question “so why 
doesn’t photo radar operate

What if you have several 
cords to bring indoors and 
want to avoid wear and tear 
on the walls and stairs lead- 
ing to the wood bin (as may 
have happened in earlier 
years)? One solution is feed 
the logs through a length of 
large cardboard tubing, com-

How big is a cord? A 
standard cord of wood 
measures 16 inches deep by 
4 feet high by 8 feet wide.

It’s best to set up your 
winter car shelter before the 
ground freezes. Try to do 
this on a sunny day and store 
the fabric cover in a warm 
spot (inside your house or in 
the garage) while you as- 
semble and secure the frame 
on the ground.

A news release from the 
Municipality of Trent Hills 
noted that all mail will be 
sorted in Havelock and dis- 
tributed in-a manner yet to 
be determined by the Camp- 
bellford residents while the 
Campbellford Post Office is 
closed. 

Medical Officer of Health 
for the Kawartha Pine Ridge 
District Health Unit, Dr. Al- 
exander Hukowich, assured

Mechanical failure 
caused tragic fire, 
says investigator 


Colborne--A fire that claimed the lives of four people 
at a beachfront residence in Colborne has been ruled acci- 
dental. 

The investigator for the Ontario Fire Marshal’s Office 
says the cause of the fire was determined to be the me- 
chanical failure of the supply line of the propane tank. This 
is considered to be an isolated incident as the home had 
been propane heated for many years. 

But fire officials encourage homeowners to have annual 
safety inspections of their respective home heating sources, 
whether it is wood, propane, oil, natural gas or electricity. 

Killed in the tragic fire were Catherine McLennan, 44; 
Erin Lee McLennan, 19; Jason Stanley Jones, 19; and 
Mandy Lee Smith, 18. Garry McLennan, 47, remains in 
critical condition in Sunnybrook Hospital in Toronto while 
his 21-year-old son, Dean McLennan, was released from 
Northumberland Care Centre in Cobourg.

Shaken Baby Syndrome 


Most dealing with a crying baby

The shadowy spectre of 
xiety emanating from the 
ent wave of world terror- 
n came unexpectedly to 
ympbellford last Monday, 
rcing the closing of the 
anada Post office on Bridge 
reet East. 

With a number of much- 
iblicized anthrax reports on 
sth sides of the border cre- 
ing public panic, Northum- 
-rland OPP officers were 
spatched to the Postal Of- 
ce at approximately 3:20 
m. with regard to a suspi- 
ous white and powder-like 
ibstance. An employee saw 
1e material on the customer 
srvice counter and also in 
1e weigh scale area. 

The Campbellford Fire 
’epartment was called to the 
cene and as a precaution- 
ry measure the building was 
vacuated and secured. 

Later an emergency re- 
ponse unit from Team No. 

Environmental Services, 
azardous materials handling 
pecialists, arrived at the 
uilding and decontaminated 
he immediate area. A sam- 
le of the unknown white 
ubstance was sent to the lab 
o be analyzed. The health 
init was contacted and an 
fficial assured there was no 
hreat to the public. But the 
ost Office was closed for 
at least 4 48-hour period. A 
slosed sign and the chained 
joor greeted customers as 
late as Wednesday. 

Then on Tuesday a sec- 
ond call was received from

caregivers would not dream 
of hurting a child, yet 
Shaken Baby Syndrome is 
the tragic evidence that this 
does happen. Children who 
are less than one year old are 
especially at risk, but it is not 
safe to shake a child of any 
age. Shaking a child for just 
two to three seconds can 
lead to brain damage, per- 
manent disabilities like blind- 
ness or paralysis, and even 
death. 

Shaking may occur 
when parents feel over- 
whelmed with a crying 
baby. Here are some sug- 
gestions: : 

Check for signs of illness: 
fever, rash, vomiting, rub- 
bing the ear. 

Check baby’s clothing 


and diaper. Is baby too hot, 


Is the room too noisy? 

Try holding your baby in 
different positions. Gently 
pat his back, or massage her 
back or tummy. Rock, sing, 
or hum. 

Stay calm and supportive. 
Check your own feelings and 
level of frustration. 

If you feel like you might 
lose control, put your baby 
in a safe place, such as the 
crib, and leave the room for 
a few minutes to get your- 
self together. 

Call someone to come 
over. Talk to a friend or fam- 
ily member. 

Never leave the baby in

Never shake the baby.

The Campbellford inci- 
dents are among dozens of 
incidents of suspicious pack- 
ages to be reported all over 
the province even though not 
one case of anthrax has been 
confirmed as yet. A police 
official says some of calls 
are the result of bad jokes 
which could be extremely 
serious if it takes police and 
fire officials away from a le- 
gitimate problem. 


Kingston - The risk of a 
local bio-terrorism incident is 
very, very low. 

But with several new 

cases of Anthrax exposure 
reported in the United States, 
residents of Kingston, Fron- 
tenac and Lennox & Adding- 
ton are urged to use caution 
when opening and handling 
any unusual item that arrives 
in the mail. Dr. lanGemmill, 
Medical Officer of Health for 
the KFL&A Health Unit - the 
local agency responsible for 
promoting and protecting 
public health - emphasizes 
that the risk for a local bio- 
terrorism incident is very 
low, but recognizes that resi- 
dents are concerned in light 
of the events of September 
11. To help ease these con- 
cerns and ensure the safety 
of residents, the KFL&A 
Health Unit has set up an in- 
formation telephone line to 
answer residents’ questions 
and concerns about suspi- 
cious packages and agents of 
bio-terrorism. 

“As a precaution and to 
ensure the best measures for 
safety of our residents, we 
are recommending that any 
letter or package that is re- 
ceived by residents, that is 
in any way unusual, should 
be reported to the police or 
the Health Unit's information 
line,” Dr. Gemmill states in a 
prepared news release. 

“The most important 
thing residents can do in any 
situation is not to open the 
item, as any danger is mini-

Recent cases in Canada 
of powdered-substances be- 
ing found in mail-sorting 
rooms and political offices 
are examples of the public 
not taking chances. It is im- 
portant to note that prior to 
the 11 September 2001 ter- 
rorist attack, the Centre for 
Disease Control investigated 
reported suspicious pack- 
ages ona weekly basis in the 
U.S. In most cases, prank- 
sters or copycats caused 
these gvents, but with any 
suspect package or letter, 
residents should act pru- 
dently by leaving the article 
unopened and calling the 
KFL&A Health Unit's infor 
mation line for assistance 
and guidance by public 
health personnel. 

Although the threat of a 
postal-based incident is more 
likely for businesses or agen- 
cies, rather than residential 
addresses, all residents 
should understand the pre- 
cautions to ensure the high- 
est level of public safety and 
use caution with any mail or 
delivered package. 

Some characteristics of 
suspicious packages and let- 
ters include the following: 
Excessive postage; Hand- 
written or poorly typed ad- 
dresses; Incorrect titles; Ti- 
tle, but no name; Misspell- 
ing of common words; Oily

Doris 
is also the one who re- 
sponded to the govern- 
ment’s call for such a sup- 
port network, making it a 
personal priority to see that 
people in need of help have 
someone to call, by estab- 
lishing Hastings Hospice. 
Working with a Board of 
Directors, the original indi- 
viduals being Gord Johnson, 
Pat and James Dennison and 
Doris Bush. Doris is now the 
Co-ordinator of The Heart of 
Hastings Hospice. “We are 
a non-profit organization. 
We receive minimal funding 
from LTC (Long-Term 
Care). We have two paid 
staff members; myself and 
a bookkeeper, paid at an 
hourly-rate. Above this com- 
mitment, everything is vol- 
unteer time. There is no fee 
to the family for our support. 
First and foremost, Hospice 
wants to be seen as a com- 
munity-support service to 
every person living with a 
life-threatening illness, or 
dying of an illness. Anyone 
can call us to refer an ill per- 
son; family-member, doctor,

minister or visiting nurses- 
anyone”. “When I get a call, 
regarding our support, | 
visit. If they do not wish a 
volunteer at this time, I keep 
them on my visiting list, and 
continue to support as 
needed. Our catchment area 
is Madoc, Marmora, Tweed 
and Stirling and the rural area 
around each of: these towns. 
If you would like to get in- 
volved as a volunteer, please 
call”. There are many things 
that a person might require, 
when they have just received 
a diagnosis; they may just 
‘need to talk to someone who 
has been there. Doris notes, 
“The person may be well yet; 
they may just want to know 
their options”. They may 
require advice on what lies 
ahead. Perhaps they may 
wish to borrow some of the 
materials from the lending 
library of books and videos 
that Hospice offers. Hospice 
works with a network of 
caring volunteers, who un- 
dergo a 35-hour training pe- 
riod, “Our volunteers are re- 
tired teachers, nurses and 
other individuals who want 
to make a difference in 
someone's life. There are 
three qualities that a volun- 
teer for hospice needs: a big 
heart for people and an out- 
stretched hand to help and 
support. They also need to 
be a good listener. Our best 
support is often just being 
there, not talking, not work- 
ing; just holding someone’s 
hand and listening. Right 
now, we have a group of 16 
working with Hospice. 
When we get a call, we try 
to match the client up with a 
volunteer who has similar 
interests or personalities. 
The volunteer will just go in 
an visit, for 2-4 hours per 
week, depending on the situ- 
ation. We try to fill the time 
requested by the client. 
Sometimes the client will ask 
for a daily visit, or perhaps a 
weekly visit. However, we 
like to be involved as early 
on, as possible. This helps 
us build a rapport with the 
client, and they come to trust 
us”. Other services that the 
Heart of Hastings Hospice 
offers are the loan of equip- 
ment for home-care (all do- 
nated). For those travelling

to a major centre for treat- 
ment, Hospice will pay some 


‘parking. gas money and two 


8-hour overnight nursing. 
shifts, to care for the patient, 
while allowing family mem- 
bers to catch up omtheir rest. 
Our volunteers are trained in 
communication; knowing 
how to comfort and reassure 
someone in need. They also 
learn basic body mechanics 
and simple care, although 
they perform no nursing 
functions, whatsoever. A 
volunteer might go to Bel- 
leville to pick up medication, 
or supplies. Perhaps the cli- 
ent needs to get in touch with 
an RN. Hospice helps with 
networking, putting the cli- 
ent in touch with what they 
require. In Marmora, Bev 
Maloney is the RN to call. 
In Stirling, Nancy Sage is the 
RN. Doris Bush is also part 
of the resource team for pain 
and symptom management. 
Hospice volunteers are also 
available for bereavement 
and follow-up. “You can't 
not get involved”, says 
Doris, her deep blue eyes 
mirroring the depth of what 
she has experienced. It’s not 
difficult to see that her life 
has been touched, as she has 
helped many families 
through difficult times. “My 
dream is to start a bereave- 
ment group. We need one”. 
Doris, knows whereof she 
speaks, as she is not only a 
teacher, counsellor, adminis- 
trator and friend to suffer- 
ing people; she is also a mem- 
ber of Quinte Integrated Pal- 
liative Care Team, a collec- 
tive group of professionals, 
representing Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties. 
Doris sums up the role of 
QIPCT, “It’s where prob- 
lems are discussed and 
change happens”, she 
smiles. Hdspice’s mandate 
is quite simple, the be a sup- 
port system; a friend to peo- 
ple with worries. “We've 
been around for nine years, 
now, but it seems that we're 
just now becoming known”. 
It is important that people 
know that Hospice receives 
only a portion of their oper- 
ating costs from the Govern- 
ment; the rest must be raised 
by fund-raisers and public- 
awareness. Some individuals 
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make “in memoriam” dona- 
tions. One of the Hospice 
fund-raisers is coming up at 
the end-of October, The

Access Centre Removes Wait List 


The Access Centre for 
Hastings & Prince Edward 
has removed the waiting lists 
for Home Care services. 

“Services have now 
reached target levels that will 
allow us to achieve a bal- 
anced budget,” said Jackie 
Redmond, Access Centre 
CEO. “Case managers are 
assessing clients on the wait 
lists and they are moving 
through the system. New 
referrals will move through 
the system quickly. 

“We expect that it will take 
some time for services to 
reach normal levels. After 
you put the brakes on ac- 
cepting new clients, it might 
take some time for the sys- 
tem to react. We hope phy- 
sicians and hospitals know 
that we are open for busi- 
ness.” 

Access Centre staff are 
once again available to accept 
referrals on Sundays effec- 
tive October 20 and Case 
Managers will also be avail- 
able Monday to Friday to as- 
sess Clients in hospital emer- 
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received many calls and let- 
ters from concerned people 
in the community,” said 
Redmond. “A common 
theme is that people want to 
stay in their homes as long 
as possible but they are wor- 
ried that the health system 
will not be there to support 
them as their health care 
needs progress. Many peo- 
ple receiving Home Care 
have very complex needs. 


Wait lists for services 
were initiated August | as a 
means of achieving a bal- 
anced budget when the Min- 
istry of Health and Long- 
term Care flat-lined access 
centre budgets. While the 
wait lists were implemented, 
the average wait for nursing 
services was 17.9 days. 

“The Board of Directors 
is very pleased that it is fi- 
nally able to remove the wait- 
ing list for services,” said 
Board of Directors Chair Bob 
Kitcher.

Municipalities

AMO looks 
for support 
in funding

Municipalities want the 

provincial and federal gov 

mments to speed up its ex- 
sting infrastructure funding 
Process to help “kick-start” 
project proposals across 
Ontario 

In a letter to Councils 
across the province, Asso- 
cation of Municipalities of 
Ontario President Anne 
Mulvale is urging them to 
support a plan that calls on 
the two senior levels of gov- 
emment to expedite its infra- 
structure funding process 
“in order to provide a much 
needed economic stimulus in 
the face of the current eco- 
nomic turmoil.” 

AMO also wants the fed- 
eral government to commit 
itself to a higher level of pub- 
lic infrastructure funding. 
Both levels of government 


have also been asked to re 
turn.to the straightforward 
} 3, 13, 1/3 funding ftor- 
mula. 

“The integrated Canada 
Ontario Infrastructure Pro 
gram (COIP) and SuperBuild 
tunding process has proved 
to be a slow-moving proc- 
ess.” Ms. Mulvale says in 
her letter. 

“There are currently hun- 
dreds of applications for in- 
frastructure works incthe 
pipeline” she says. “In the 
current economic climate, 
we need an immediate 
stimulus to the economy. 

“The program is already 
in place. If these applications 
were processed expedi- 
tiously by both govern- 
ments, and additional federal 
financial aid was committed 
to the program, a critical 
economic stimulus would 
take hold sooner rather than 
later.” ; 

Ms. Mulvale says “setting 
out an investment plan with 
announced commitments 
would go a long way to 
building confidence in our 
economy -- the backbone of

the nation’s economy.” 

Few announcements of 
infrastructure funding have 
actually been made. A year 
after the announcement of 
the province's much-touted 
OSTAR program only two 
projects have been an- 
nounced. 

AMO says that when the 
federal government an- 
nounced the 6-year, $680 
million COIP it was roundly 
welcomed but notes that 
Ottawa “failed to commit 
funds that reflected On- 
tario’s contribution to the 
national economy. 

“The gap has become 
larger with the province's 
recent announcement that it 
is returning to transit and 
transportation funding,” 
AMO says.

Moderator says Sept. 11"

ven before the fate

United Church of Canada had 
an ongoing interfaith initia- 
tive in progress to develop 
greater church unity, says 
Moderator Dr. Marion 
Purdy. 

Dr. Purdy, the Church’s 
37" moderator, was in 
Campbellford Oct. 19” as 
part of a Bay of Quinte con- 
ference tour. In an interview, 
she said the tragic attacks on 
New York and Washington 
were instrumental in the ini- 


_ tiative to promote greater: 


unity between all faiths and 
denominations,.something 
the United Church-had pre- 
.viously been in involved 
with. 

A significant hope has 
emerged from the interfaith 
and inter-church Sept. 11" 
services that honoured the 
tradition of Christianity, 
Judaism, Islam. Muslim and 
ather faiths, she noted. 

“It has made us realize 
that in terms of our concern 
for peace and justice in the 
world that we share much

churches,” she said, just be- 
fore attending a special 
luncheon in her honour at St. 
John’s United Church. 

The Moderator also says 
the United Church has a 
document coming out soon 
from the inter-church, 
interfaith committee to help 
congregations explore the 
whole United Church and 
Muslim relationship in the 
interests of developing more 
understanding and respect.

Later, she said, while 
working with other church 
leaders there was a letter 
signed which went to Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien. An- 
other letter followed that to 
all MPs on Oct. 15" during 
the parliamentary debate 
about Canada’s role in re- 
sponse to terrorism. 

Summarizing the subject 
material in the letters, she dis- 
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to justice the perpetrators of 
the awful crimes, we 
pleaded not to use military 
means as the first response. 

“It seems to us that re- 
sponding to violence with 
violence wasn't the right di- 
rection to go and would do 
dishonour to the destruction 
of innocent lives. We called 
upon the greatest wisdom 
being used, focusing on 
peace and justice without 
causing innocent deaths. 
Unfortunately, the govern- 
ment disagreed with our po- 
sition but we'll keep lobby- 
ing for the reaction we 
stated.”

Q. I hear you need to 
use an alkyd (oil-based) 
paint over oil-based first 
coats, is that true? 

A. At one time it was true 
because latex paints had 
trouble adhering over oil- 
based first coats, and many 
people still believe this. How- 
ever, many of today’s pre- 
mium quality latex paints are 
far superior to those of the 
past and provide excellent 
adhesion over most any type 
of first coat, including oil- 
based, with minimal prep. In 
fact, many experts recom- 
mend oil-based primers and 
latex top-coats. However, 
pay special attention to high 
gloss trim paint found in 
many older homes. This 
type of trim may need some 
extra prep work for paint to 
adhere properly. 


Q. I’d rather use latex 
paint, but I hear oil gives 
a better finish. What do 
you recommend? 

A. It used to be that oil- 
based paints did provide 
smoother, more even cover- 
age, but improvements in la- 
tex paints place them right 
on the heels of oil-based 
paints. One of the benefits 
of oil-based paint is that it 
maintains what painters call 
the ‘wet edge’ of the paint. 
It takes a little longer to dry 
which gives the paint time to 
level, reducing brush and 
roller marks and providing 
more time to create faux fin- 
ish effects. While latex paint 
is less forgiving, it does hold 
color better, is more flexible 
and easier to clean. It also 
does not yellow, which is 
important for off-white 
tones.

Anthrax fact sheet from Health Canada 


thrax? 

There are three ways of 
contracting anthrax: 

1. Inhalation — anthrax 
spores are breathed in 
through the nose of mouth; 

2. Cutaneous - the 
spores enter the body 
through an open wound on 
the skin, such as a cut or 
abrasion when handling con- 
taminated products or in- 
fected animals; 

3. Intestinal — the dis- 
ease may occur after eating 
contaminated meat. 

What are the symptoms 
of Anthrax? 

The incubation period for 
inhalation of anthrax is be- 
tween one and six days but 
may be longer. Symptoms of 
the disease vary depending 
on how the disease was con- 
tracted. If the spores are in- 
haled, the first signs of dis- 
ease are usually flu-like 
symptoms such as fatigue, 
fever, cough and mild chest 
discomfort, rapidly followed 
by severe respiratory dis- 
tress and chock. In the case 
of cutaneous infection, pain- 
less blisters or purple patches 
appear. 

How is Anthrax diag- 
nosed? 

Anthrax is diagnosed by 
isolating the bacteria from 
the blood, skin lesions or res- 
piratory secretions or by 
measuring specific antibod- 
ies in the blood of persons 
with suspected cases. 

Is there a treatment for 
anthrax disease? 

Anthrax disease can be 
controlled with antibiotics 
taken early after exposure. A 
strict regimen of antibiotics 
over a period of 60 days is 
the usual treatment. If left 
untreated, the disease can be 
fatal. 
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Human anthrax is unusual 
in North America, the last 
reported case of anthrax in 
Canada was in 1990 and it 
was a Cutalicous case. 

What should I do if I re- 
ceive a suspicious package 
or envelope? 

Do not open it, touch it 
nor taste it. Isolate the pack- 
age by leaving it and secur- 
ing the area. 

Immediately call 9-1-1 
and report your concerns so 
that local hazard material 
management officials and/or 
police enforcement agencies 
can intervene, if required. 

If you believe you have 
been in contact with a sus- 
picious package or envelope, 
wash your hands immedi- 
ately. Then you should con- 
tact a physician or go to the 
emergency department of 
your local hospital.

been stockpiling a significant 
amount of antibiotics in the 
event of an anthrax outbreak. 

Can anthrax be pre- 
vented? 

Yes. It can be prevented 
by avoiding eating contami- 
nated meat that has not been 
properly slaughtered and 
cooked or by avoiding con- 
tact with contaminated ani- 
mal products (i.e. hides or 
internal organs). 

What about a vaccine to 
prevent anthrax disease? 

A vaccine to protect 
against inhalation anthrax has 
been used for many years for 
people with a high likelihood 
of occupational exposure to 
anthrax, e.g. veterinarians. 
The vaccine is not practical 
for widespread use as it is 
not 100% effective, there
